If time was limited, we skinned them; 
atherwige they were sealded and pluck- 
ei, ent up as for boiling and put on 
ta boil about nine o’clock, At cleven 
they were done enough for frying, 

In the oven we put a big dripping 
pan, or two small ones, with 9 goner- 
gia portion of Inrd or drippings, When

‘ier of cows, commonly termed gar) 
get,’? Ig fraquently a costly and annoy-, 
ing trouble for dairymen, This is ow- 
ing to the temporary, or in some edsds 
permanent, loss of milk and consequent 
depreciation in value of affected mileh 
cows, and to the time and attention 
necessary for treatment of the disenge. 

Mammitis is ¢ommonly observed in 
two forms, first, 2k ai apparently nonin- 
fectious jnfiammation of thd udder, 
traceable to a bruise or other injury, 
or to a suddon functional activity of 
the udder as observed frequently in 
heavy milkers and in heifers at the first
